7, C un'ly the Command of Robert 
\ Earl of Eflex, & the grations offer

publiſh and declare, That the matter of this Libel- 
lous and Scandalous paper, 15 the venome of thoſe 
Trayterous Councellors abour His Majeſtte long 
ſince diſcovered,and ſo often complained of by both 
Houſes of Parli1ment, who having for many veers 
together carryed on a wicked Defigne, to alref Reli- 
gion, and to introduce Popery, Superſtition, and 
Tonorance, (the ready way to an Arbitrary and Ty-

rannicall Government) and for that purpoſe not on- 
ly maintained Agents at Rome, but invited and pro-
